But ſince [o' excellent a Pattern ſhould be 
the continual Meditation of every ſincere Chri- 
ſtian, we ſhould not content our ſelves with 
only

Thoughts upon it, but reſolve and endeavour to 
ſet it always before us, for our Imitation and 
Prattice in the whole courſe of our Lives. And 
indeed, who can read at." any time theſe glo» 
rious Inſtances of our Saviour's Love in what 
hz did and fuffer'd for us, and not melt into 
Fears off Love, Foy or Admiration? Who can 
view the noble Examples of his admirable Vere 
turs, his profound Humility, inviucible Pa- 
tience and Mcekneſ5,' and not be moved to the 
Imitation of them? Who can look upon the 
Captain of their Salvation, wading threugh a+ 
See of Blood, and bearing the weight of a heavy 
Croſs all his Life, a Man of Sorrows and ac- 
quainted with Grief, and nat reſolve with him- 
ſelf (if he have any Courage) to take up his 
Croſs too ollow him 2 Did he that was the 
dearly belvved Son of God, condeſcend to live a

think of living . in Eaſe and Pleaſurt$ in the 
Opinion and Favgur of the World, by our 
Treachery to bim,. and falſe Complyances with 
its Allurements and Friendſhips? *Tis ſure, 
the want *of conſidering the Teſtament he has 
eft us (wherein all theſe things are- ſo lively 
deſcribed, that ſo many faint and grow Cow- 
ards,, and Nepligent in their. Spiritual Var- 
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fare, and cam do and ſuffer þo little for him, 
who has done and ſuffered 'ſo much for their 
Sakes. - Tis either great Ipnorance or Irifide- 
lity of theſe great Truths of our Religion, or 
the greateſt Diſingenuity, if we know, believe 
and love them, and do not ſet about the Pra- 
flice of them, 

Let us therefore no longer delay, but begin 
now to ſhew our ſelves Men, true Diſciples of 
Chriſt, ſuch as love their Maſter, and prove 
ir by their Obedience to his Commands, by de- 
ſpiſing and falling” out with the World that 
hated him, and all its Deceits andVanities, with 
@ real intention t#» conform our ſelves to his 
humble, ſuffering and ſelf-denying Life ; and 
tet us every day preſs forward to a greater mea» 
Jure"ef Love and Perfeftion of Obedience, that 
finding his Toke eafie and his Buiſfþen light, by 
accuſtoming our ſelves to bear it, we may ex-+ 
perience more and more, the Fulneſs of 
our Happineſs and cf our Foy to be in the love 
and imitation of Jeſus, and then we ſhall 
count indeed all things in the World byr 
loſs anddung for the excellency of the know- 
ledge Chriſt Feſus our Lord, Phil. 3. 8. 
Let us often be trying our ſelves by hi exams 
ple, eſp#cially of that of Lowneſs and Meck- 
neſs, Mar. 11. 29. and be always in the Ex- 
erciſe of- that which was in a peculiar m-nner 
his Command ; that rthich he, who was all love 
fo often preſſed and inculcated ; that amiable 
precept of loving one anather, John 15.

But let not thoſe be diſcouraged that are 
till very far from the perfeftion of his Ver- 
tues, and yet find to their great trouble much 
oppoſition of their. corrupt Nature, and ſtrong 
Temptations to the contrary; for ſo long as 
they do not deliberately conſent to them, but 


Graces fem in his Perſon and Ations, 
inthe ſeveral occaſions of his doing or ſuffer- 
ing the Will of hiv. heavenly Father, and from 
thence fetch every time freſh Vigour and ftrong- 
er. Motives to their , defires and reſolutions in 
following him, and purifying themſelves from 
all [binds that offend him. 

And leſt at any time they ſhould loſe Cou- 
rage in approaching to him, either by. reaſon 
of their often failings, or «their former, Ingra- 
tatuge, or perhaps out of aw.to his. Majeſty 
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or fear of their Inaiſpoſition to come into his 
Preſence, let ' thetff conſider his gracious Invi- 
tations every where diſperſed in the New. Teſta= 
ment, as this, Mar. 11. 23. Come unto'me 
all ye that are weary and heavy Laden, and 
I will give you Reſt. And in another place 
his provoking them to come to him, Tohn 5. 40. 
Ye-will not come unto me- that ye might 
have Life, with many other ſuch kind Ex- 
preſſions, We have alſo the ſame loving Sa- 
viour, who« fo freely converſed with Sinners 
and died for: their ſakes, at the Right Hand 
of God, with all the Vertue of his Merits to 
intercede with him on our behalf, and is not: 
only able, but@clights to beſtow upon us, | if we 
wall but come to him for it, all mapner- of 
good Things that are eſſential to our true Hap=:
